Hornet football has entered its fourth 
decade on the rebound. Under head 
coach Bob Mattos’ guidance, the foot 
ball program appears headed in 
positive direction 

Hornet followers are hoping that Mat 
tos can bring his program up to the ex 
cellence of Hornet squads of the ‘60s 
two of which went to post-season bow! 
games. They are also hoping for another 
homecoming Hornet victory over CSU 
Chico Saturday night. Last year CSUS 
bested San Francisco State 14-6 on 
homecoming 

The Green and Gold first fielded a 
team for the 1954 season with Dave 
Strong serving as head coach Fielding 
only 21 players that first season, the 
Hornets failed to win a single game but 
did gain valuable game experience for 
the next years 

On Sept. 24, 1955 CSUS won its first 
game ever, 4 7-6 defensive battle against 
Southern Oregon College. The team 
went on winning two more games that 
year The 1956 season saw three more 
Hornet victories plus theoldest surviving 
record still on the boards, a 99-yard kic 
koff return by J.R. Gillaspy against the 
UN Reno 

Following three 
1957, including a 27-0 sheliacking of UC 
Davis, the Hornets gained a new coach 
in 1958 Johnny Baker Best

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Alma mater given another chance 


The CSUS alma mater, pulled from 
the campus archives after possibly 30 
years of disuse, will be played by the 
CSUS Marching Musicians and the 
Alumni Band at the Hornet-Wildcat 
homecoming game this Saturday night 

Unlike other traditions at CSUS that 
were at one time popular and then faded 
out for the most part during the ‘70s. the 
university's official alma mater went 
almost straight from its composer's 
hands to the archives. The 1980 
cheerleading squad tracked down the 
only remaining copy of the 1949 song in 
the campus archives aid alerted Mar 
ching Musicians Director Ron Hulioway 
of the discovery 

“| had assumed that we didn t have an 
alma mater,” said Holloway, who anx 
iously agreed to revive the hymn “Ican't 
believe no one told me before this

The abbreviated history of the alma 
mater began on CSUS' annual picnic 
day 31 years ago The smal! student 
body decided that the university (es- 
tablished two years earlier) needed an 
alma mater and sponsored a contest for 
the best written school hymm and fight 
song on that day. according to the 
scarce records in the archives 

As many students and instructors 
who could fit into a small recreation 
room at Elk Grove Park, acted as the 
judges. After the numerous entries were 
played. Tom Wittsche’s piece was 
selected as the favorite. Wittsche was 
reportedly the only undergraduate in 
CSUS ‘first graduating class in 1947 

While the school fight song became 
popular and is played at Hornet football 
games today, the school hymn simply 
never caught on, according to the 


records

Stadium sounds 


While other campus organizations 
are busy gearing up for Homecoming 
none (with the exception of the football 
team itself) work harder than the CSUS 
Marching Musicians 

Under the guidance of Ron Holloway 
who received his BA and MA from 
Arizona State, the musicians work more 
than ten hours a week preparing for that 
fleeting moment when they are actually 
performing during the halftime shows 

They begin rehersals in August and 
do not stop performing until early 
November. Members are committed for 
at least two hours a day 

“Most of the people involved in this 
are dedicated musicians,” Holloway 
comments. “They realize that if they are 
in the band, it must be one of their 
priorities. If no one worked, we woulan't 
have a band 

The CSUS Marching band (later 
changed to Marching Musicians) began 
in 1955 under the directorship of Profes- 
sor Norman Hunt, who teaches ad- 
vanced brass and brass ensemble. At 
that time, the band had 54 members 

Holloway took over the post of direc- 
tor in 1966 and has been with the band 
through the highs and lows. The band 
was discontinued in 1978 due to finan 
cial probiems, revived in 1979 and 
remains very much alive today

All previous members involved in the 
CSUS Marching band make up the 
Alumni Band and are welcome to par- 
ticipate This year, 55 former members 
will grace the Hornet footbail field with 
their (hopefully) non - rusty talents 

A reception honoring the Alumni 
Band will be held in the University Union 
from 13p.m. October 25. From there the 
graduates will reherse with the Marching 
Musicians at 5 p.m. and be out on the 
field shortly thereafter, reliving their own 
years as Marching Musicians 

‘We're looking forward to having the 
Alumni Bank back. It's very enjoyable to 
see, Holloway said
